exclusion of any more special pursuitof the less important, though not less in.
foresting branches of botany and zoology.

But it is ao more reasonable to charge
a single person, no matter how compe-
tent and efficient, with the execution
r.f a work like this, thin it would be to
employ a single workman to build a
hotj:e. Every one know what disad-
vantaged. Ihe latter voM be labor'ng
under; he might woi k a lifetime, hav
ing to perform himself all the particu-
lars of making and laying brick, aaw-in- g

lumber, splitting shingles, etc., and
aftrr all, the edifice will neither be as
perfect as it might have been made
with very little assistance from oitrro.
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nor will it have been of any use until
completed; and what is more, every
one, and most nf all the W"Tkman him-

self, would be nut of patience with it.
And no one would suppose that the
capital so empl yed bad been profitably
invented.

Now, the case of a ireoloo-iea- l and
agricultural survey of a Slate like Mi.
issippi, is precielv analogous to lhat

of the house just cited Thrt labors re-

quired in it performance are scarcely
less various in their character: the
simultaneous co operation of several
persons is of even greater importance ;
and the disproportion between the
means employed, and the work to lie
done, is quite as glaring in the eyesif
those acquainted with the nature of
such surveys. But in order lo make this
Apparent to all, it may be well to cite
the precedents of some of the other .
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States in which geological surveys have
been orccrea. . . w

Sawe"iati. certain aur.t. were
provisionally appropriated for the pur-
pose of those surveys ; while the spe-
cialties nf their excution, and among
these the determination of the force
employed, were left, more or less, ia
the discretion of the Governors and
principal geologists. The work could
thus le placed under the conditions
mPt favorable in the judgment nf com-

petent persons, to it's advancement, un-

der existing circumstances; they were
thus prosesuted as far the means per-
mitted, additional appropriations being
thereafter grantel as they became nec-

essary.
Thus, the State of New York, in 18-3-

appropriated the sum of $104 000
carry into effect the provision of an

act of which, ba it remembered, the
act providing for a geological survey

Mississippi is almost a literal copy.
Tho State rxreedrd hy Mittittiffpi in
area, was subdivided into tbiee districts

each of which not a single person,
but a full corps, and sometimes several

these, were engaged in the opera-
tions of the survey. Even, ihus the
field work extended over a c iisidera-bl- e

number nf years, nor has the publi-
cation nf the re-ul- ts been quite com-
pleted at the prevent time. Subsequent
appropriations have swe'led the amount
expended (so far as I have been able to
ascertain from the incomplete docu-
ments at my disposal,) to more
than $200.000 it has been currently
reported to exceed a quarter of a mill-

ion, at the present moment. Well may
New Yoik be proud of that page of
her his'ory which bears the record of
her survey; the results of which as
'aid down in that magnificent work, ihe
Natural History of New York aside
from their great practical importance,
have proved to the worl i more convinc
ingly than thousands of annual

searchnot only in the laboratory, but
qui e as much in the field.

To the minds of those not specially
acquainted with the subject, the abso
lute necessity of extreme accuracy
care and conscientiousness in the exe
cution especially of the agticultural
part of the work may peihaps be best
illustrated by referenco to the well
known fact, that some of the most im-

portant ingredients of soils, the with-

drawal of which renders them absolute-

ly sterile, are genet ally present in them
in such minute quantities, that a care-
less analyst might overlook them alto
gether. And no less may he utterly
fail in detecting the characteristic dif-- 1

e 1 im tabaaa f f ,

by committiiig an error wnich in many
other cases where chemistry is epplied
to practice, would be totally insignifi-
cant. An analysis of soil, carelessly
made, is useless, and worse than useless. to
And even a correct analysis may be
useless, unless all the natural condi-
tions influencing the soil analyzed, in
its place of occurrence, have been cor-

rectly observed in the field. And what
true of coils, is equally so in its

application to marls, which are inten-

been shown lo exist, will in themselves

gv.will no more look for metallic mines
in the formations of .Mississippi, than a
whaler would huut for whales in ihe
river whose name it shares. Experi
ence has in boih cases, equally demon
strated the vanity of such exptrctations

That " Mias.ssippi is entirely an agri
cultural State" has been so often said,
as almost to be a truism. It would
nevertheless, seem to require further
demonstration, with not a few ihe
same who imagine that all the meaning
and object of a Geological Survey is the
discovery of mines. Iti most irapor
tant beaiiiiir. that oi agricilturf and
the art$ immeiliattly connected tcith if, is

not very eenerally appreciated; and
still less is the fact, lhat the benefits
which may be irxpected to accrue to
il ose all important branches of industry,
ihmugh the agency of a work of ihis
kind, cannot, lor the greater part, oe re
alized until it shall have been carried
on, it n..t to completion, bi icbi t a
very advanced ilago of progress.

It is not a difficult matter to recog
nize a metallic ore: to determine its
value, snd the mosl successful mode of
winking a mine, is sometimes the work
of a few minutes. Hut it is not so with
soil-- , the otes from which the agricul
turist extracts bis precious materials
or with natural manures, which may
seiveto sustain ihe fertility of his soil
While the useful minerals are compar
atively few and simple, soils are li.fi

nilely varied, and their action on vege
tation exceeding! complex. The most
experienced eye ia unable to judg
with certainly nf a quality nf a soil or
marl, nr the adapt, diiens ot m.e ta im-

prove the other, by the eye, or any su
ptthcial examination alone. IMuibiii
